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Pensioner in lucky escape from 
paragliding crash 
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A PENSIONER was 
plucked from the side of a 
cliff after he smashed into 
the rock face while 
paragliding near West Bay. 

Emergency services 
grabbed the 77-year-old 
man as he dangled from 
the cliffs at Eype during 
the dramatic rescue on 
Monday evening. 

Walkers were forced to 
sit on the man’s paraglider 
to stop him from sliding 
down the cliff face while 
rescue services rushed to 
the scene near the High¬ 
lands Caravan Park around 
6pm. 

The man was winched to 
safety with a suspected dis¬ 
located right hip. 

He was airlifted to 
Dorchester County Hospi¬ 
tal by Portland Coastguard 
helicopter. 

Wyke Regis Coastguard 
Rescue Team, four Dorset 
Fire and Rescue Service 
engines with specialist 
equipment and the South 
West Ambulance Service 
were also involved in the

rescue. 

Mark Rodaway, Portland 
Coastguard Rescue Coor¬ 
dination Centre manager 
said: “As a result of a con¬ 
certed multi-agency re¬ 
sponse the injured casualty 
was able to be moved to 
safety to receive prompt 
medical attention. 

“Portland Coastguard 
wishes the gentleman in¬ 
volved in the incident a 
speedy recovery.” 

Eyewitness Martin Cox, 
who co-owns the High¬ 
lands Caravan Park, said a 
gust of wind was believed 
to have sent the man crash¬ 
ing into the cliffs. 

The former firefighter 
said: “I saw the rescue 
crews lowering a line for 
the man to pass through his 
harness to secure himself 
at the top of the cliffs so he 
couldn’t drop any more. 

“Someone told me a gust 


of wind took him into the 
cliffs and his paraglider 
went on top of the cliffs 
where passers-by sat on it 
to stop him from sliding 
any further down the cliff.” 

A fire service spokesman 
said: “At 5.55pm we re¬ 
ceived a report of a man 
hanging from a cliff near 
Eype.

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BERKSHIRE-born Adrian Clements moved to 
Dorset three-years-ago. A life-long history fan, 
the 44-year-old father of four started running cos¬ 
tumed guided history tours in 2011. 

Now living in Dorchester, he owns and runs West 
Dorset History Walks. 


■ WHERE does your interest in history come from? 

I have had an interest in history for as long as I can re¬ 
member, British history in particular. Thirty years ago, I 
became involved in historical ‘re-enactment’ which really 
brought the past to life for me. Most historians have a 
favourite era and mine would have to be the 17th and 18th 
Centuries - Cavaliers and Roundheads, Highwaymen, Pi¬ 
rates and Smugglers. 

■ WHAT made you run history tours? 

After moving to Dorset, I began to fuel my passion for 
all things historical by researching as much as I could 
about the area. With so much turbulent history to draw 
upon in this part of the country, I felt a desire to share it 
with locals and visitors alike as part of a walking tour. 
That was how West Dorset History Walks came about. 

■ IS the West Dorset area good for historical inves¬ 
tigation? 

Absolutely. So much has happened in Dorset over thou¬ 
sands of years - from the Roman Invasion to WWII. 
There really is so much history to choose from. 

■ DO you have a favourite historical spot or story? 

I am very interested in the Monmouth Rebellion of 1685. 
Bridport was the scene of the first full-scale skirmish be¬ 
tween the Duke’s rebels and the Dorset Militia. The Bull 
Hotel was the focus for much of the fighting, so I always 
enjoy stopping there and relating the story on the tours. 

■ BLOOD, guts and ghosts really seem to sell his¬ 
tory. Was the past really so bloody and filled with 
superstition? 

Yes, the past really was very bloody and cruel. My Ghost 
Walk in Bridport is filled with gruesome and grisly facts, 
with the plague, hanging, drawing and quartering, etc. 
Most people really seem to enjoy being reviled. I think 
the Horrible Histories series for children has helped also. 
The kids seem to love it more than the adults. 

■ A GREAT ghost story surely embellishes the truth 
by sprinkling a little magic - how hard is it to sepa¬ 
rate fact from fiction? 

When researching a ghost story, you really do have to 
work hard to find out what really happened. It seems the 
facts change as the story is passed down through the gen¬ 
erations. I prefer to use genuine accounts that have been 



authenticated and then tell the story in such a way that it 
leaves a lasting impression on the listener. 

Of course, the smugglers of the 18th century were well 
versed in making up all sorts of ghost stories connected 
with lonely roads and churchyards to keep the locals away 
from their illegal contraband! 

■ HAVE you ever seen a ghost? 
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My wife and I did have some strange experiences in our 
previous house back in Berkshire. We used to both ‘see’ 
something dark and shapeless move around the house. I 
later found out the previous occupants had both died in 
the house so maybe they refused to leave! There is one 
particular spot on the ghost walk that is quite ‘eerie’ - sev¬ 
eral people on last year’s Hallowe’en walk were quite 
spooked by it. 

■ HAS anyone ever chickened out on a tour? 

Yes. The ghost walk runs for just over an hour, but re¬ 
cently a group of young girls backed out after just 20 min¬ 
utes. I have also had several people change their minds at 
the start. It’s not that frightening - all you need is an open 
mind and a strong stomach. 

■ WHICH historical ghost would you least like to 
meet in a dark alley? 

I think to come face to face with the apparition of a 17th 
century ‘plague doctor’ would be a terrifying experience. 
These nightmarish figures silently walked the streets with 
huge beak-like masks filled with herbs. They were preva¬ 
lent all across Dorset, so there’s always that chance. 

■ IF you could go back in time what event would 
you most like to witness? 

Being an English Civil War buff, the Battle of Naseby in 
June of 1645. 

■ ANY reason why you might go down in history? 

I’d like to be remembered as ‘the man who gave the vis¬ 
itors to Bridport an unsettling holiday’.

Looking back on the previous year Councillor Rickard 
said there had been many highlights including opening 
the refurbished Town Hall and building bridges with 
other councils to find out how different towns ‘tick’.

THE Mayor of Bridport, Councillor David Rickard, 
spoke of his hopes as he was sworn in for a second year 
at the mayor making ceremony earlier this month. 

The town mayor has said he is committed to helping 
lead Bridport Town Council into a bright and successful 
future. 

The retired ecologist said he felt there is still a need for 
a mayor in Bridport, but recognised the role was changing 
to suit modern times. 

The mayor is the Chairman of the Council and the 
town’s representative at civic functions and events 
throughout the area -which totalled more than 100 last 
year. 

He is now hoping to witness the launch of a Youth 
Council in the market town to ensure young people were 
encouraged to get involved with local politics. 

He said: “I definitely feel that having a mayor is good 
for the town, it sort of defines a town, but I think the role 
and expectations will continue to change. 

“It used to be largely the preserve of retired wealthy 
businessmen who were seen as powerful, autocratic, old 
school establishment philanthropists dispensing largesse 
to the lower classes. 

“But with much tighter rules of conduct, and accounta¬ 
bility, that old image is largely gone. 

“One thing that I hope to bring to fruition in this second 
term is the setting up of a Youth Council, leading to the 
appointment of a Youth Mayor. This I hope will then lead 
to Bridport becoming a Rights Respecting Town - that 
may take a little longer. 

“As we hopefully encourage younger people to become 
councillors it may become increasingly difficult to find

“We mobilised crews to the address and once on scene 
found a male paraglider had crashed into the cliffs and 
became trapped.

Dog attacks: Posties are feeling the bite 


ANIMALS are attacking at least one postmen every eight 
weeks, the View from Bridport can reveal. Royal Mail post¬ 
men in the Bridport area have been attacked by animals 
on 24 different occasions in just over four years - 20 of 
which involved the employee being bitten. 

Bites from animals have caused almost a quarter of all 
82 injuries reported by posties in the DT6 postal area 
since 2008. 

There was a total 62 reported animal attacks on Royal 
Mail postmen since 2008 for Bridport, Dorchester and 
Weymouth areas. 

The View From investigation follows the launch of an 
independent inquiry into dog attacks on postal workers 
by Donald Brydon, chairman of Royal Mail Group.The in¬ 
quiry results are expected to be revealed later this year. 

The inquiry was called as up to 4,000 dog attacks were 
reported by postal workers each year, according to fig¬ 
ures released by DEFRA. 

The Communication Workers Union has tried to control 
employee exposure through its ongoing campaign Bite 
Back - although the number of attacks remains high. 

A Royal Mail spokesman said the safety of its staff was 
a main priority for them and they gave advice to staff on 
how to reduce the risk of attack by an animal. 

He said:"The Royal Mail and the Communication Work¬ 
ers Union have pledged to work together to raise aware¬ 
ness of the dangers of aggressive dogs. 

"Delivery managers are urged to remind their teams of 
guidelines designed to minimise the risk of attack. 

"Proactive measures by the business include sending 
letters to owners of aggressive animals and warning staff 
where dangerous animals live. 

He added: "Whilst the Royal Mail has a legal commit- 
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Ubique Training offer courses from level two 
Emergency First Aid at work to the full three day 
First Aid at work course, we are also able to offer a 
new defibrillation course. All courses are HSE 
recognised and last for three years.

ment to deliver to all addresses, it also has a duty under 
Health and Safety law to reduce risks and prevent injury 
to our people. Every attack or incident should be re¬ 
ported to a manager and all reported incidents are in¬ 
vestigated by the manager who will, if necessary, involve 
the appropriate people within the local community." 

The inquiry will look at why so many employees are 
subject to dog attacks whilst delivering mail and con¬ 
sider existing relevant laws and regulations and the ex¬ 
tent to which they are adequate and enforced. 

DEFRA announced a clampdown on dangerous dogs 
and the people who failed to control them in April. 

Speaking at the launch of the initiative, DEFRA minister 
Jim Paice said the inititive included a comprehensive 
package of measures which would better protect legiti¬ 
mate visitors to private property and enable the police 
to take action before someone was hurt or killed. 

He said: "We've all heard the stories of snarling dogs 
not being properly kept under control or heard from 
health workers, postal workers or social workers who are 
at risk of serious injury from out of control dogs while 
just doing their job, attending to people in their homes."

A LOCAL artist and illustrator hopes her trip 
to Africa will help her gain insight into how 
contemporary art is practiced within different 
cultures as well as exchanging vocational 
ideas. 

Alice Jones, who lives in Bridport, set off 
on a fact finding trip sponsored by the Brit 
Valley Rotary Club last Friday. 

Every year the worldwide Rotary organisa¬ 
tion sends parties of young professional and 
business people to other countries to study 
new cultures and exchange vocational ideas. 

The Rotary Foundation’s Group Study Ex¬ 
change programme is a unique cultural and 
vocational exchange opportunity for business 
people and professionals between the ages of 
25 and 40 who are in the early stages of their 
careers. 

The programme provides travel grants for 
teams to exchange visits in paired areas of 
different countries. 

For four to six weeks, team members expe¬ 
rience the host country’s culture and institu¬ 
tions, observe how their vocations are 
practiced abroad, develop personal and pro¬ 
fessional relationships, and exchange ideas. 

Alice currently has been working on her 
own artwork and for various organisations. 
Most recently she was commissioned to illus¬ 
trate the ‘Slow Dorset’ guide book (published 
in April 2012 by Bradt travel guides); her card 
series of some of the illustrations are on sale 
around Bridport. 

She has also just designed a poster illustra¬ 
tion for the Bridport Art Centre’s ‘Story Cafe’ 
and works part time as a lead artist on a draw¬ 
ing project with Studio Upstairs in Bristol. 
You may even spot her in the Bull Hotel, 
where she also works as a waitress! 

Alice said: “I am very interested in how the 


arts help communities and how contemporary 
art is practiced within different cultures; I 
hope to gain some insight into this whilst vis¬ 
iting Zambia, Malawi and Mozambique. 

“I am also very keen to see Rotary’s global 
impact in these countries and feel that we 
have a great team to represent our District 
1200 . 

“I am very thankful to the Brit Valley club 
for sponsoring me and to District 1200 for 
this opportunity; I will definitely make the 
most of it!” 

Brit Valley wish Alice all success during her 
visit and look forward to hearing about her 
experiences when she returns.

MEMBERS of the Bridport & District 
Model Railway Club visited Pendon Mu¬ 
seum of Miniature Landscape and 
Transport Modelling in Oxfordshire last 
Saturday. 

It was founded in 1954 by Roye Eng¬ 
land who wished to preserve the idyllic 
rural way of life of the 1920s and 1930s. 

The members travelled up to Oxford¬ 
shire by coach and on arrival were met 
by museum staff, who gave them a con¬ 
ducted tour of the museum including 
the very rare opportunity to view be¬ 
hind the scenes of the display layouts. 

The museum has three major working 
layouts, the Madder Valley Railway 
which was made by John Ahern in the 
1930s, the Dartmoor scene which por¬ 
trays an imaginary Great Western 
Branch line in the 1950s and the Vale 
Scene which depicts the glorious Eng¬ 
lish countryside of the 1920s and 30s. 

Pendon is regarded as the pinnacle of 
railway and scenic modelling and the 


perfection of these models can be wit¬ 
nessed extremely closely. They are so 
expertly constructed that models made 
of card to a scale of 4mm to the foot 
even have interior detail and individual 
plants made from human hair. 

The club members were able to view 
the very first model made by Roye Eng¬ 
land in 1936, the Waggon and Horses, 
which forms part of the Vale Scene and 
is on view to the public, as well as sub¬ 
sequent models added to the displays 
since then. 

Should anyone be fortunate enough 
to be invited to build a model for Pen¬ 
don then the first one they would pro¬ 
duce is, by tradition, an old outside 
privy in order to show their skills; need¬ 
less to say that Pendon has an abun¬ 
dance of model outside privies! 

After enjoying coffee and refresh¬ 
ments with the Pendon guides the 
members returned to West Dorset by 
coach after a most enjoyable and excit¬ 
ing day.

She said: “You can have a problem 
with dogs overheating so we’ve got 
facilities here to make sure that does¬ 
n’t happen. There’s dog first aid as 
well as human first aid, but on a day 
like this with the wind blowing it’ll 
be fine.” 

All the proceeds raised are ear¬ 
marked for the Weldmar Hospice, 
Rotary Club causes, and Woof ability, 
a charity which trains assistance 


dogs to help disabled people. 

Woofability founder Jenny Clarke 
explained what assistance dogs can 
do. 

“They empty the washing machine, 
open and shut cupboards, pick up the 
post, phones, and open and shut 
doors. They can even recognise 
when someone is about to have an 
epileptic fit 40 minutes before it hap¬ 
pens, and warn them,” said Jenny. 


Although the charity is entirely 
staffed by volunteers, it costs Woofa¬ 
bility £5,000 to buy and train each 
dog, plus a further £6,000 per dog to 
pay for its food and upkeep through¬ 
out its life. 

But Mrs Clarke is sure the £11,000 
is money well spent. 

She said: “The dogs give people a 
life back, really. They really are life- 
changers.”

The roadshow will give business own¬ 
ers the opportunity to air their opinions on 
what the partnership should be focussing 
on. 

Tomorrow’s (Thursday) event at Sir 
John Colfox School is part of a series of 
roadshows that have been held across 
Dorset. 

The Dorset LEP was launched on May 
8th, with the aim of making Dorset the 
natural place to do business. 

Anthony Woodhouse is the LEP vice 
chairman and managing director of Hall 
& Woodhouse brewery - operator of 220 
public houses across the South of Eng¬ 
land. 

He said: “I believe that the way to 
achieve the largest impact as quickly as 
possible is not through grand plans to at¬ 
tract new industries, but by backing those 
winners that we already have, freeing 
them to fulfil their true potential.

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A great view from 
Horse Guards 

AT the time of the Coronation, my boyfriend, later to be¬ 
come my husband, had completed his National Service 
and was invited by Southern Command to enter a ballot 
for two tickets to watch the procession from seat in Horse 
Guards in Whitehall. We considered this carefully, as the 
tickets were quite expensive, even if he won the ballot. 

His parents kindly invited me to stay with them in their 
home in the environs of London, and also took us into 
London, as far as police restrictions would allow, on that 
morning. 

We had to be at Horse Guards at about 6am and arrived 
there complete with food and drink for the day and cush¬ 
ions (how long would we be sitting on wooden seats?). 

As we walked into Whitehall, we passed many people 
still asleep in their sleeping bags; others cooking and eat¬ 
ing breakfast. And there were paper sellers around, all an¬ 
nouncing Edmund Hillary and Tenzing Norgay had 
reached the summit of Mount Everest. 

When we reached Horse Guards, we were met by NCOs 
of the Scots Guards, shown around and to our seats. From 
here we had a wonderful view of the procession as it re¬ 
turned from the ceremony. 

Loud speakers gave us a commentary of all that was 
going on in the Abbey - the procession had travelled on 
a circuitous route, only returning down Whitehall. We 
saw everyone - Her Majesty and Prince Philip, all the 
coaches, mounted bands - everything!

After our early start in the morning, we decided to take 
the Underground back to his home and watch the repeat 
of the day’s ceremonies on the television. Walking back 
along Westminster Bridge, I suddenly heard my name 
being called. There, on the other side of the road, were 
three friends of mine from the Bridport Tennis Club. 

They had slept the night in The Mall, like thousands of 
others, and had seen the processions coming from and re¬ 
turning to Buckingham Palace. They were very excited. 

A day to remember for all of us.

On duty 

IN 1939 I joined the St John Ambu¬ 
lance and by the 1950s I was a staff 
officer in London No 1 District. For 
national events in London, it was a 
full turnout for St John duty. 

For the Coronation I was posted, 
with a squad, to the north side of The 
Mall. On that side of The Mall there 
were three exits, through the crowds, 
to our nursing stations. 

I was stationed at the Duke of 
Wellington Steps (near Admiralty 
Arch). Troops lined up both sides of 
the route, and behind them, facing 
the crowd, the police and St John. 

We had to face the crowds to watch 
for any movements, although we did 
turn around when the Royal coach 
passed. Any casualties were brought 
forward to the front and we took 
them along the steps to the nursing 
station. 

The 50s were extremely busy in 
London with national parades. For 
King George Vi’s funeral, I was sta¬ 
tioned at Hyde Park Corner (just in¬ 
side the gates) and for the Winston 
Churchill funeral (in 1965) I was sta¬ 
tioned at the jetty at Tower Bridge, 
where the coffin was loaded from the 
gun carriage and placed on the motor 
launch, with escort, and sailed up¬ 
stream to Westminster Bridge. 

When I came off duty from these 
parades, I was able to see the whole 
sequence of events by watching re¬ 
runs on black and white TV. 

Nothing, however, could match the 
crowd’s emotions - being with the 
crowd and actually being present 
with them as history evolved.

It was in 1977 on the occasion of the Sil¬ 
ver Jubilee that Gaye wrote this tribute to Queen 
Elizabeth II. Thirty-five years later, with the title 
changing from 'Silver' to 'Diamond', the verse 
now sees the light of day for the first time. 

ODE TO THE QUEEN 
ON HER DIAMOND JUBILEE 

The Queen and I are of an age, 

Bom in the twenties, raised in the thirties, 
Maturing through the war. 

So she has always been to me a fairytale Princess - 
Gold-curled, blue-eyed in party frock, smiling; 
Or staidly doing things I would not want to do - 
Like standing still for hours. 

When we were girls her lot in life 
Looked faraway the better. I could not see her 
Darning socks or washing up and cleaning floors. 

Fires would be lit for her, food cooked 
And clothes laid out to wear. Not frayed like mine, 
Outgrown or second-hand to start with. 

But as we grew I saw the price she paid for special 
Treatment - An education schedule that allowed 
No opting out - A social round of duty calls - 
No tears - no showing off- smile nicely - sit straight. 

Oh, I could see it all, and so I learnt to value 
My own unfettered life of simple romps and escapades, 
And cheap seats at the flicks. 


There was one thing we shared. Both of us had families 
Who surrounded us with love. So when her father died 

I also grieved, for mine was also ill - and left us 
not long after. 

It changed her life - as mine was changed. 

We both had tasks to shoulder, 

But Oh the difference of the sacrifices made! 

I can't begin to measure what it takes to be our Queen. 
Year in, year out, in these unsettled times; and do it well. 

I do salute you, bless you, thank you 
On this and every day. 

The Queen, known as Lilibet within the family, 
was just ten years old in 1936 when her father 
ascended the throne as George VI. It had been 
an eventful year. Lilibet's grandfather King 
George V had died on January 20th - on the 
same day as the funeral of his friend and speech- 
writer Rudyard Kipling, who had passed away 
two days before. Edward VII became King but 
abdicated only a few months later, making his 
brother King on December 11th and making Lili¬ 
bet heir to the throne. 

Kipling, 'the great bard of Empire', wrote most 
of his wonderful poetry and children's books 
around a Century ago, but he is still read, recited 
and revered today -"see how his works endure!"

A TRIO of artists taking partin Dorset Art Weeks May 26th-June 10th 
have been exploring the imagery of the landscape around Lyme Regis 
for several years, painting the moods of the sea and the dramatic 
coastline.

TWO individual events and two days of close compe¬ 
tition atWiscombe Park saw the battle for overall su¬ 
premacy as hard fought as ever writes Geoff Pickett. 

In the Saturday meeting Ed Hollier, overall victor a 
week ago, made his challenge for overall victory with 
a climb of 36.58 seconds in his Pilbeam MP62-Suzuki 
Hayabusa.

Although it could well have just been a glitch in the 
sensor the team were forced to retire the car pending 
further investigations. 

Another driver from Frampton, Colin Pook, claimed 
a victory and a second place in the large capacity 
Sports Libre class with the Pilbeam MP43 sports racer. 

In the Saturday event Pook took the honours with 
a best climb of 40.52 seconds but the following day 
his best effort of 40.18 was defeated by Doug Ben¬ 
nett in his 2.3 litre Sylva Striker by 0.45 second. 

Hayley Thorne continued her acclimatisation to the 
Rover V8 powered MP43 with a best time of 42.58 
from the weekend's sport. 

Reigning Bridge Wheels and Tyres Wiscombe Cham¬ 
pion Craig Moore was another to claim two wins, this 
time in the Rally Car class. 

The Lyme Regis driver powered his Ford Cortina 
Mk2 past more modern Ford Escorts to not only 
record class wins, but on the Saturday event his en¬ 
thusiastic driving style also took the trophy for 'the 
most entertaining driver' as judged by the course 
marshals.
